Sub ject.V During the Third Reich Subject was a member of the 
Gestapoijand as such in charge of surveying Communists and 
former members of the Communist Party. In view of this, 
subject felt the need of giving the name of a witness who 
could testify that Subject never es?>loyed methods not normally 
used by police fore es. In fact. Subject was assigned to the 
surveillance of the person cited as witness, 

j In this connection it is further pointed out that Subject 
is not in contact with any DXCLUCK staff officer nor the 
principal indigenous agent." 

In view of the above report, this office has no objection 
to Subject being granted clearance.
